Didsbury's new town coun¬ 
cil met for the first time last 
week for an organizational 
meeting and swearing-in cere¬ 
mony. 

Council met after a final 
meeting of the old council last 
Tuesday evening. The old 
council met for the last time to 
clear up some outstanding busi¬ 
ness. 

Friends and family were on 
hand as the new council, con¬ 
sisting of Mayor Ray Lea and 
councillors Willard Swalm, 
Gayle Veno, Ed Vermunt, Dan 
Peters, Vance van Dam and 
Rod Collinge were sworn in to 
their new offices by town 
solicitor Brian Forestell and 
then blessed by Reverend 
Richard Pahl. 

While it was the first official 
meeting of the new council, 
they did not meet for business. 
Didsbury Town Administrator 
Mike Storey said the purpose of 
this first meeting was to settle 
council into their new roles on 
council. 

"When council meets for 
the first time it's to decide on 
committees and boards and to 
officially record the election 
results," he said. "The next 
meeting of council will be for 
business.” 

Official election results 
were recorded as was reported 
in last week's Review. Voting 
statistics, as recorded by Re¬ 
turning Officer Enid Gardiner, 
showed an approximate 53 per¬ 
cent voter turnout.

Referendum 
results delayed 

If you are one of the many community members in the 
federal riding of Wild Rose waiting for poll-by-poll results of 
the referendum, you'll have to wait a little longer. 

Elections Canada said specific poll-by-poll results will not 
be available until the Chief Electoral Officer's report is 
published—in April of next year. That means voters in 
Didsbury and other towns around the riding will have to wait 
until then for information on how each are voted. 

A number of requests have been pouring in to the 
Elections Canada offices, said an Elections Canada 
spokesperson, but the best they can do now is give results by 
riding. 

In Wild Rose, currently represented by Conservative MP 
Louise Feltham, the resounding referendum vote was no 
with 65 percent of the vote. Over 34 percent of those who 
voted said yes while .3 percent of the votes were rejected. 


Ben Penner (Division 1) and 
Diane Davies (Division 2), along 
with Grimstead and Derksen 
Penner was elected as Deputy 
Reeve 

The new county school 
board, which will meet for the 
first time next week, also has a 
few new faces. Dale Loomis was 


elected by acclamation to fill the 
second Sundre seat which was 
granted this year thanks to 
results of last year's Canada 
census. Valerie Foat fills the 
Cremona seat left vacant by Bill 
Howells who instead ran for a 
village council seat. Deborah 
Cousins was acclaimed to the 


second Didsbury seat as was 
Thom Thomsen for Olds. 

Returning to the school 
board are Murray Snyder (Dids¬ 
bury), Joe Henze (Sundre) 
Tammy Pederman (Olds) and 
Susan Denischuk (Carstairs). 
Snyder was chosen as vice 
chairman.

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BOP offering square 
foot fundraiser

The Build Our Pool Society 
has come up with a new way to 
raise funds for the Didsbury 
Aquatic Centre-sell square feet 

Tracy Block, Vice President 
of BOP, said the Society is now 
selling pieces of the pool, in 
square foot measures, in an effort 
to raise enough money to build a 
whirlpool in time for the pool's 
grand opening tentatively sched¬ 
uled for February 1, 1993. 

"Up to now we have raised 
about $30,000," Block said. " But 
we need another $24,000 to finish 
the whirlpool, so we came up 
with this idea." 

Through the square footer 
fundraising program, one square 
foot of the pool will be sold for 
$50 A plaque, commemorating 
the purchase, will be set in the 
wall of the new pool. Block said 
the plaque can be inscribed with 
any message 

"You can have it in your 
children't name, or your family or 
your business," she said. "There 
are a number of things. You can 
even do it in someone's mem¬ 
ory." 


Block said the Society would 
need to sell just over 500 square 
feet of the pool to raise the money 
needed for the whirlpool, which 
will cost $54,000 

Flyers describing the fund¬ 
raising project have just recently 
been delivered to doors in 
Didsbury and around the county. 
Block said plaque orders need to 
be in place by December 1 

Besides the whirlpool, BOP 
will also be working to raise 
money for 2 other projects they 
would like to see added to the 
pool A steam room, which will 
cost $15,000 and a water slide, 
which will cost $138,000 are in 
the pool's design for addition at a 
later stage 

To spotlight the fundraising 
efforts of BOP, Block said a goal 
thermometer will be built and put 
up in a conspicious place around 
town. 

"It's just under construction 
now but it should be done within 
the next few weeks," she said. 
"We think it's important to let 
people know where we stand."

Any outstand¬ 
ing balance after that date is 
charged interest. 

This is the second year for 
the program, which is run 
through the Didsbury Chamber 
of Commerce. Last year, $40,000 
was spent at participating Dids¬ 


bury merchants. 

"It is an excellent form of 
retaining retail shopping at 
home," said Berry.

November 1 has marked the 
beginning of the second year for 
the Christmas Cheque program 
in Didsbury. 

Dan Berry, manager of 
lending services for the Mountain 
View Credit Union and coordina¬ 
tor of the program, said 
organizers have high hopes for 
this second year 

"So far we are doing a little 
better than last year," he-said 
"Last year we had 28 businesses 
sign up and this year we have 33. 
We are hoping to put out 
$100,000 in loans this year as 
well " 

The Christmas Cheque pro¬ 
gram is a shop-at-home incentive 
that offers interest free loans to 
people who agree to do their 
Christmas shopping in Didsbury. 

"Basically it offers anyone, 
on approval of credit, up to 
$2,000 in interest-free loans," 
Berry said "Through the pro¬ 
gram, the client get cheques that 
can be used between November 1 
and ) anuary 15, but they have to 
be spent at the 33 merchants 
involved in the program They 
can't be spent anywhere out¬ 
side.”

Usually one thinks of fresh starts in the spring, but 
this fall has certainly heralded enough new beginnings. 

With the municipal elections, the Three Hills by- 
election, the referendum and of course the start of the 
new Knots Landing season, things are smelling fresh 
around here. At least we can hope that's what that smell 
is. 

So what happens next? 

More money spent—with the resounding no vote 
on the referendum, you might expect that would be the 
last one would ever hear about our constitutional woes. 
But guess again. The same problems which brought 
about the concerns still exist today. Millions of dollars 
were spent on commissions and consultations and 
meeting and since we have rejected the deal, more 
millions of dollars will have to be spent going through 
exactly the same rigors. It may not be this year, but it 
will come, regardless of what political party is running 
the federal government. 

More wasted time—with a new town council bereft 
of municipal experience, we can expect some fumbles 
and falters over the next few months while town 
administrations spoon feeds town business to council. 
We can expect a lot of long meetings while council 
attempts to wade through old business and make sense 
of the new stuff. 

More of the same—an MLA of a different color 
might bring hope to some residents of the Three Hills 
riding, but it certainly doesn't mean anything will 
change. Despite all the hopes for making a difference, 
many people, whatever their intentions, find themselves 
hamstrung by rules and traditions and end up following 
in the same footsteps of their predecessors. The in¬ 
stitution is a hard animal to turn. 

But in spite of all the down sides to change, there 
are a few up sides to look for as well. With the new 
council we can expect an eagerness to work and a 
different perspective. With a new MLA, Three Hills 
residents can hope the government gets the message 
and calls an election soon. With the constitution we can 
at least hope if not expect the government will be less 
likely to overestimate the "constitutional crisis" 
tolerance of the Canadian people. For a country 
supposedly divided, we certainly showed unity on that 
issue, perhaps that is not all we share. 

And then of course, if you find it all too much to 
contemplate— Knot's always makes for great escapism.

Surveys scrutinized 


Dear Editor: 

The day before the recent 
announcement by the Supreme 
Court of Canada of its refusal to 
hear an appeal from rural 
communities seeking the re¬ 
opening of their post offices, 
Canada Post released yet another 
of its miraculously timed cus¬ 
tomer surveys. Since these 
surveys (done every couple of 
years) are the sole defence 
Canada Post and the Minister 
Responsible, the Hon. Harvie 
Andre, offer for their unpopular 
closure/privatization program, 
they warrant scrutiny. 

Canada Post is unwilling to 
release the names of the 27 
communities where the inter¬ 
views were conducted outside 
businesses operating retail postal 
outlets So it is impossible to do 
the basic checking that in 1990, 
for example, revealed one of the 
places supposedly contented with 
their "r.p.o." not even to have 
had one at the time of the survey 
(Napinka, Mb ). It is unlikely any 
of the at least 240 towns left 
without any retail postal service 
(by Canada Post's admission) 
after the post office was shut 
down or the private outlet 
contract was cancelled, were 
included in the survey. As Ethel 
Baird, of Gadsby, Ab , said to a 
Calgary Herald reporter, “They 


should have asked us. I would say 
99’/j per cent here would have 
said it's the most horrible thing 
there was.” Since the closure of 
her post office in 1988, Mrs. 
Baird, like hundreds of other 
disserviced and dissatisfied 
Canadians, must travel 25 km for 
retail postal services 

What does not appear in 
Canada Post's survey results is 
that the great majority of rural 
Canadians were 100% satisfied 
with the post offices that had 
served them well for decades 
until closed by the crown 
corporation 

The surveys also leave out 
the fact that no delivery 
standards exist for mail travelling 
between two rural points, or 
between a rural point and an 
urban centre 

The survey does not ask for 
customer response to the literally 
hundreds of thousands of hours 
cut at post offices across the 
country in 1990 and again in 
1992. In spite of promises from 
the corporation that these cuts do 
not result in loss of service to the 
customer, the fact is that mail 
previously sorted and available to 
the public by 8:30 or 9 a m is 
now relegated to an "all day 
sort” - that is, as the postmaster 
is able to get to it, between 
customers. Most communities 


have lost their Saturday and 
noon-hour service; high volume, 
high revenue periods. 

At a time of devastating 
unemployment, the survey does 
not request feedback on the loss 
since 1986 of 3,000 jobs (83% of 
them belonging to women) to 
rural Canada's economy 

At a time of national crisis, 
the survey fails to address the 
loss of the unifying role played by 
the tangible federal presence of 
the public post offices flying 
Canadian flags right across the 
country. 

Canada Post and the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada would do well 
to avail themselves of the 
assessments of post office 
closures and privatized outlets 
coming in - free of charge - to 
M.P.s offices, public meetings 
and community newspapers from 
not 27 communities, but hun¬ 
dreds of towns and villages. 

Rural Canadians will not 
truly be satisfied until the federal 
government cancels the Canada 
Post plan

Report from the Legislature 


Alberta's economic well-be¬ 
ing has always been closely 
linked with development of our 
transportation systems. Despite 
tight fiscal times, your provincial 
government has continued to 
wisely invest transportation dol¬ 
lars on road construction and 
maintenance—keeping us and our 
economy on the move. 

In this fiscal year, approxi¬ 
mately 5% of provincial budget¬ 
ary expenditure is allocated for 
Transportation and Utilities. Of 
the transportation share, approx¬ 
imately $315 million has been 
earmarked for primary, second¬ 
ary and resource road develop¬ 
ment. 

1992-93 expenditure projec¬ 


tions for road construction 
include $153 million for primary 
highways, $91 million for secon¬ 
dary highways and $31 million for 
resource roads related directly to 
economic development 

While construction invest¬ 
ments are important, it is also 
critical that we protect and 
maintain infrastructure network 
investments already made This 
year $40 million is planned for 
the rehabilitation of existing 
primary and secondary pave¬ 
ment. 

Albertans can be pleased 
with the transportation infra¬ 
structure investment made in 
Alberta. We can be proud of the 
fine reputation that our province 


has for making travelling enjoy¬ 
able and the efficient transport¬ 
ing of goods possible One need 
only cross over into bordering 
provinces to appreciate how well 
our transportation policies and 
programs serve us.

Liberal takes 
Three Hills seat

The provincial Conservatives took another blow last 
week, losing a long standing Conservative riding to the 
Liberals. 

Liberal Don MacDonald easily won the seat in Three 
Hills last week, ending a 21-year Conservative reign in the 
rural riding. 

MacDonald received double the votes over his nearest 
rival, Conservative candidate Brad O'Neill, to take the 
legislative seat given up earlier this year by long-time 
Conservative Connie Osterman. 

MacDonald received 4,694 votes while O'Neill took 
2,313 in the riding which cast 10,230 votes. The New 
Democrat candidate Cordon Twigg received 1,269 votes. 

The Three Hills riding by-election was called earlier this 
year after Osterman resigned her seat in the provincial 
legislature in May.

Another of the 15 networks 
is the "Institute For Robotics and 
Intelligent Systems (IRIS)." IRIS 
is administered by a consortium 
of over 35 companies and 
institutions which develop com¬ 
puters and robotics for work in 
space and on E arth. Canada and 
theCanadarm caught the world's 
attention in the early 80's as it 
was used on NASA shuttle 
flights. 

Space research has had a 
direct impact here on Earth: 
Remote sensing allows us to 
study the Earth's surface, and 
the magnetosphere as well as our 
solar system. Alberta is one of 
the nine Canadian provinces that 
is planning to use the information 
from Radarsat for Agriculture 
and Forestry Resource Manage¬ 
ment. 

Today, technology devel¬ 
oped for space is used here on 
Earth Telecommunications sa¬ 
tellites improve links for ships, 
aircraft, mobile radios, radio 
telephones, and television broad¬ 
casting Canada has been a 
pioneer in taking space technol¬ 
ogy into search and rescue. All 
Canadian aircraft carry emer¬ 
gency locator transmitters 
(ELTs) which were originally 
developed for satellites. The 
combined search and rescue 
satellite aided tracking (SAR- 
SAT) and COSPAS Satellite 
Systems are credited with saving 
lives worldwide—including more 
than 200 in Canada. 

Looking to the future, the 
Canadian Space Agency is 
working with the international 
space station "Freedom " Cana¬ 
da's contribution is the Mobile 
Servicing System (MSS) consist¬ 
ing of two robots-one has seven 
joints and can "walk" around the 
space station handling large 
objects like the shuttle while the 
second is a two armed robot for 
handling smaller objects and 
doing maintenance tasks.

An eerie shroud of fog 
enveloped Olds Halloween night, 
adding to the spooky suspicion

Created in 1990 as a 
non-profit organization, largely 
funded by Alberta Lotteries, the 
Science Alberta Foundation en¬ 
courages Albertans to consider 


the importance of science and 
technology When J im Gray, the 
chairman of Science Alberta, 
realized the yield of future 
scientists would fall short of the 
demand, he decided to do 
something about it The resulting 
' hands-on' exhibit now on display 
at the Olds Municipal Library 
involves a tantalizing mix of 
evidence and clues designed to 
catch the fancy of budding 
scientists. 

Carol Surette, ^he head 
librarian, insists she personally 
had nothing to do with the 
murders, but invites everyone to 
come and help her solve the 
dastardly crimes 


Beginning November 4, 
amateur sleuths are invited to 
don lab coats and sift through 
clues to unravel the mystery. The 
display focuses on two homi¬ 
cides, one portraying the untime¬ 
ly demise of Ruby Keene while 
the second involves a science 
teacher Exactly why was he 
writhing around on the floor in a 
painful heap before succumbing 
to a fatal dose of lethal poison? 
Had he been bitten by a black 
widow spider, a rattlesnake, or a 
swarm of killer bees? Project 
manager Dace Beggs said that 
organizers hoping to elevate the 
respect level for teachers in the 


field found to their amusement 
that it seemed to have backfired 
on them One student who 
enjoyed the exhibit immensely 
suggested the afore-mentioned 
science teacher "probably de¬ 
served it" and cooly went on to 
another area to work on ballistics 
and fingerprinting 

Readers familiar with Aga¬ 
tha Christie novels aren't the 
only ones who'll enjoy the new 
exhibit. In fact, even though the 
crimes are based on her novels, 
key clues have been altered so no 
one has any extra advantages 
Two main displays are 
augmented by additional samples 


of science in action that will 
appeal to young and old alike 
The exhibit's success to date 
gratifies Beggs who commented, 
"In Grand Centre, which is 
smaller than Olds, over 2,000 
people accessed the program 
We had a volunteer who assisted 
with the presentation in Lloyd- 
minster who was 83-years-old 
She's come into the library 
wearing her lab coat, ready to go. 
She just loved it. She never 
missed a day " 

The program begins Novem¬ 
ber 4 and will run daily through 
December 3 at the Olds Munici¬ 
pal Libray. 



Alberta Pool earns 
$12.3 million 


Alberta Pool's Chief Execu¬ 
tive Officer Garry Dewar, has 
announced the farmer-owned 
cooperative recorded a net 
earning of $12.3 million in the

"The financial and 
political pressures on the indus¬ 
try had a major impact on our 
operations and precipitated sig¬ 
nificant changes in our business. 
The ability of our staff to adapt to 
these changes, combined with an 
organization-wide program of

"From the outset of the crop 
year, our members had to learn 
to do more with less," said 
Schmitt. "The initial prices paid 
by the Canadian Wheat Board 
were the lowest in 16 years, 
further impacting on what was 
already a poor farm income 
situation.

Automated milking 
system tested 



Accuracy and reliability are 
the key concerns of a new 
automated milk collection system 
currently being tested in Alberta 

"We're evaluating this 
state-of-the-art system to see if 
there's a better way to measure 
volume and collect samples when 
milk is picked up at dairy farms," 
says Ray Crapentine, milk 
management specialist with Al¬ 
berta Agriculture's dairy pro¬ 
duction branch. The field test is 
part of a national project, 
co-ordinated by the dairy pro¬ 
duction branch for a national milk 
products quality committee 

Every time a dairy farmer's 
bulk tank is emptied, the volume 
of milk is measured and a milk 
sample taken. Right now the 
system is mostly manual. Drivers 
take milk samples and measure 
tank volume with a dipstick 
before loading. 

The automated system has 
an in-line milk sampling device 
and a magnetic volume meter. 
Samples are taken as the milk is 
pumped. At the same time, the 
meter measures the milk as it is 
pumped from the farm tank into 
the bulk tank A computer 
controls the system and records 
all this data. 

One of the advantages of this 
system is its computer says 
Crapentine. It records all the 
information needed by producers 
and processors to make a milk 
sale. After each milk pick-up, it 
prints a receipt. This receipt is a 
permanent record for the pro¬ 
ducer. As well, at the end of the 
day, information from all the 
route pick-ups can be transferred 
electronically to the milk proces¬ 
sing plant 

"Our field tests will help us 
determine if we can better collect 
the information needed to sell 
milk," says Crapentine "On the 
surface, computer automation 
looks like it could be more 
accurate, but we need to see if 
the information is reliable So, 
we're testing how this collection 
system works in a variety of 
weather and operating condi¬ 
tions " The field tests began in 
June and will run through 
mid-December 

So far, the milk meter seems 
to work well notes Crapentine 


"It has been impressive, but 
accuracy suffers when there's a 
leak in the system's valves, 
gaskets or connections." 

The automated samples are 
being compared to manual 
samples he adds. Some variation 
has been noted, and is being 
investigated. Two automatic 
samplers were tested at Alberta 
Agriculture's Food Processing 
and Development Centre in 
Leduc before field testing start¬ 
ed. Lab test results for the 
automatic and manual samples 
were nearly identical 

The centre also thoroughly 
pre-tested four complete sys¬ 
tems. Then, one of the automated 
collection systems was installed 
on a Dairy World bulk milk truck 
in the Edmonton area. 

Two more systems might hit 
the road before the testing period 
ends in December says Grapen- 
tine. He adds a final report on the 
field test is expected by the end 
of March.

Marketing the ’92 crop 


• The numbers tell the story. 

"In a normal year, about 75 
percent of wheat crop across the 
prairies would go No. 1 or No. 
2," says Bev Litke, Manager of 
XCAN's Pool Commodity Trad¬ 
ing Service in Winnipeg. "This 
year, it will be just the opposite; 
about 75 percent will go No 3 or 
Canada Feed." Alberta Pool 
estimates about 85 percent of the 
provincial wheat crop will grade 
No. 3 or feed, while an estimated 
40 percent of the Alberta canola 
crop will grade No. 3 or sample. 

A spokesman for the Canadi¬ 
an Wheat Board says it's too 
early to determine marketability 
of the lower grades of wheat. 
"The Canadian Grain Commis¬ 
sion is doing an analysis of the 
crop as it does every year, and 
we'll have a better idea of the 
amount of wheat that is millable 
in a few weeks," he explains. 
"Certainly, the more that's 
millable, the more that will 
facilitate marketing and move¬ 
ment. 

"There's no doubt we'll 
have our sales work cut out for 
us," the spokesman adds. "But 
the Wheat Board has faced this 
sort of challenge before, and we 
were able to find some markets 
for [frost-damaged] Canada 
Feed, both for milling and for 
feed." 

If there's a bright spot in the 
market potential for this year's 
crop, it's the growing interest in 
feed wheat within the livestock 
sector. "We're seeing a major 
shift in the consumption pattern 
toward wheat among feedlots," 
says Russ Crawford, Alberta 
Pool's Supervisor of Domestic 


and Export Grain Sales. "Some 
are going as high as 60 percent 
feed wheat in rations and the 
predictability of supply is so 
strong, some feedlots have 
bought ahead as far as next 
) uly." 

Quality concerns have al¬ 
ready been built into wheat 
futures, Litke points out. On 
October 20, the December 
futures contracts for feed wheat 
and barley were trading at an 
identical $91 per tonne. Wheat 
normally would trade between 
$12 and $15 a tonne higher That 
figure reflected not only a 
discount for wheat but some 
premium for barley since better 
quality barley is in shorter 
supply, too, he says. "I think 
demand for feed wheat is going 
to be very good And if wheat 
continues to stay closely priced to 
barley, I think we'll be able to 
move a fair amount of it." 

Substantially discounted No. 
3 and sample canola are 
attracting some interest from hog 
producers. Jim Cowans, who 
operates Gowans Feed Consult¬ 
ing in Red Deer, has heard of 
prices ranging between $30 and 
$100 a tonne, depending on the 
degree of frost damage as 
measured by the percentage of 
green seeds. "It is very much a 
buyer's market, but I think the 
market is beginning to appreciate 
what's available," he says. The 
market has recently firmed up 
around $80 to $100 a tonne, 
Gowans adds 

"Green oil doesn't make a 
bit of difference to a hog 
producer," says Phil Thomas, 
Alberta Agriculture's Supervisor 


Wheat Board 
announces interim 
payment 

The Canadian Wheat Board has announced there will be 
an interim payment on all wheat and barley delivered to the 
Wheat Board during the 1991-92 crop year. The payment 
will be $18 per tonne for Durum wheat and $9 per tonne for 
all other wheat, barley, and Designated barley. 

Cheques will be mailed to producers by November 2. 
FHowever, cheques covering deferred deliveries will not be 
issued until the month of deferral unless the Board is other¬ 
wise instructed by producers. 

The interim payment is an advance on the 1991-92 final 
payment. It represents part of the money owing to farmers as 
final settlement on their grain sold by the Wheat Board. The 
balance of the funds will be mailed to farmers after January 1, 
1993, when final results of the pool account are known. 


of Oilseed Crops in Lacombe 
Thomas suspects a substantial 
quantity of 15%-green and 
higher canola will be available for 
feeding "It's borderline whether 
the crushers will dribble any of 
this into their system," Thomas 
says. "And, as a full-feed 
component where it's blended 
and milled up properly, it's just 
what some rations really re¬ 
quire." 

Marvin Salomons, Regional 
Swine Specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture in Red Deer, says a 
lot of hog producers "are looking 


at" frost-damaged canola as a 
potential ration ingredient and 
that a number of feedmills are 
considering its potential, too. 

"In a normal year, frost- 
damaged canola is probably 
worth between 20 percent and 50 
percent more than No. 1 barley, 
based on canola's protein and 
lysine content," he explains. 
" But there's somuch around this 
year, the price has really 
dropped." Hog producers gener¬ 
ally prefer a soymeal-based 
ration, but there are producers 
who'll feed canola if the price is 
right, says Salomons.

I do think we have to take a 
very carefull look at dollars and 
cents. We have to give [Olds' 
residents] value dollars for 
services rendered. I'd like you to 
work with administration. I like 
council to be used as a place to 
report. If at any time you need 
assistance or have a request from 
a ratepayer please phone the 
administration I don't even 
waste 10 minutes I phone John 
[Van Doesburg] and tell ’him 
what's on the plate. We don't 
need to have problems wait two 
weeks to be aired [at the 
scheduled town council ses¬ 
sion]." 

One of the first challenges 
facing the new town town council 
will involve dealing with upcom¬ 
ing increased water production 
costs.

"The government is 
moving away from lump sum 
money to agencies," Adamchick 
said, "as it's not clear how that 
money is actually affecting the 
individual person. This way the 
money goes to the individual. 
When they gain marketable 
skills, they don't need as much 
aid from our staff and funding 
decreases The goal of every one 
of our projects or operations is to 
decrease the amount of staff 
input. In a group home situation, 
the resident might graduate to 
maybe an apartment program, 
and eventually they might move 
out on their own. When they 
graduate, they have to leave what 
they know Here the client rents 
or owns their own residence. 
Instead of having to move 
around, the staff simply de¬ 
creases the support time, so that 
they can remain in the same

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Agri-food exports grow since trade agreement 


More open trade between 
Canada and the United States has 
contributed to growth in Alber¬ 
ta's agri food exports says an 
Alberta Agriculture trade ana¬ 
lyst. 

Alberta agri-food exports to 
the U S. have increased by 35 per 
cent since the Canada/U.S. Free 
Trade Agreement (FTA) took 
effect on January 1, 1989 

Exports have grown from a 
pre-agreement $597 million, to 
$804 million in 1991 

"With less than four years 
since freer trade started, indica¬ 
tions are the FTA is bringing the 
desired changes and results that 
were expected," says Darcy 
Willis of the department's trade 
policy secretariat 

"We can expect Alberta's 
agricultural sector will benefit 
even more through complete 
elimination of tariffs by 1998, and 
as non-tariff barriers are reduced 
and gradually eliminated," he 
adds Already, tariffs on Cana¬ 
da's agri-food exports to the U S. 
have declined on average by 
about 60 per cent since the FTA 
took effect. 

After two rounds of acceler¬ 
ated tariff removal, tariffs on a 
variety of products are gone 
These include natural honey, oat 
products, canola seed, canola Oil, 
canola meal, peas, beans, lentils, 
and fresh and chilled beef 
"Alberta exporters have saved in 
the neighborhood of $3 8 million 
since those tariffs ended The 
current third round will result in 
further savings," he says 

For certain key Alberta 
exports, the end of tariffs has 
improved competitiveness in the 


U.S. market he adds. Canols oil is 
a good example. Canola oil 
exports to the U.S. increased to 
$51 million in 1991, up more than 
80 per cent from the 1988 total of 
$28 million. "The Alberta gov¬ 
ernment pushed for an end to 
canola oil tariffs because of the 
importance and potential of the 
U.S. market," he notes. 

Even more significant than 
the tariff reductions, says Willis, 
is the atmosphere created by the 
FTA, particularly secure access 
to the U.S. market. "This 
includes an effective method of 
resolving trade disputes and a 
process for dealing with technical 
trade barriers." 

Beef and live cattle trade is 
one sector that has thrived in the 
freer trade climate. Alberta 
exports have increased by $101 
million (37 per cent) since 1988 
"This is partly due to the positive 
investment climate created by 
the FTA for Alberta beef 
processors, which in turn, has 
contributed to a westward shift in 
cattle and beef production," he 
says 

As well, a new meat 
inspection system has brought a 
more orderly flow of Alberta beef 
exports Efforts are also continu¬ 
ing to harmonize the U.S. and 
Canadian beef grading systems. 
"This should add considerably to 
U S acceptance of Alberta's high 
quality beef products," he says. 

The FTA dispute settlement 
system helped Canada remove a 
U.S. countervail on pork exports, 
with Canadian producers refund¬ 
ed $18 million in duties collected 
Alberta pork exports since 1988 
have grown by $30 million, or 65 


per cent. Willis notes a hog 
countervail is currently being 
challenged through the dispute 
settlement process. 

Other primary commodities, 
such as barley and wheat 
exports, have also grown. And, 
so have processed products 
exports. "The growth in value- 
added product sales appears to 
be significantly outpacing the 
growth in primary product 
sales," he notes 


The Alberta Cattle Commis¬ 
sion (ACC) is supporting re¬ 
search which will assess the

The research was requested 
by a number of beef cattle 
producers last fall during the 
ACC's county meetings A 
resolution was subsequently 
passed at the ACC annual 
general meeting to consider 
research funding toward under¬ 
standing the effects of the 
petrochemical industry on cattle 
production 

"This is an extremely 
complex issue involving princi¬ 
ples of chemistry, geology and 
animal health We are proceed¬ 
ing carefully and deliberately 
with the intent of developing a 
well-researched and factual posi- 


Alberta's improved agri¬ 
food export performance has also 
made a substantial contribution 
to Canada's overall agricultural 
trade balance with the U.S. he 
says. Canada has moved from a 
trade deficit of $677 million in 
agricultural and food products in 
1989, up more than half a billion 
dollars to $144 million in 1991. 

The North American Free

removed or be locked (e g. 
trigger lock). For restricted 
weapons such as handguns, the 
firearms must be kept in a secure 
container and protected by a 
locking device When the firearm 
is in a vault, safe or secure room 
built or modified for firearms 
storage a locking device is not 
required.

Peace to be celebrated 
on Remembrance Day

As we prepare for the 
parades and ceremonies that 
traditionally mark Remembrance 
Day, many of us recall the 
veterans we've knowrv-the loved 
ones and friends who were 
glorified upon returning from 
war, and those who never came 
home. 

While Remembrance Day is 
typically reserved for recognizing 
the wartime service and sacri¬ 
fices of our veterans, it is also an 
appropriate time to celebrate the 
many other contributions Cana¬ 
dians have made toward achiev¬ 
ing world peace. 

In October, a monument will 
be dedicated to Canadian peace¬ 
keepers, recognizing over 40 
years of efforts to bring peace to 
struggling nations around the 
world This is the first monument 
dedicated by a nation to 
commemorate the peacekeeping 
efforts of its military forces. 

The monument, entitled 
'The Reconciliation,' was built in 
response to the awarding of the 
Nobel Peace Prize to the United 
Nations peacekeeping forces in 
1988 Located in Ottawa, the $2 8 
million memorial project honors 
the participation of over 50,000 
Canadian servicemen and women 
in all United Nations peacekeep¬ 
ing missions, as well as in 
separate Canadian missions, 
since 1947. 

''A monument of this scale is 
important because it not only 


represents Canada's proud role 
as a peacekeeping nation, but 
also provides a timeless physical 
reminder of the contributions and 
sacrifices made by individual 
peacekeepers,'' says John Dian- 
is, executive vice president of 
Monument Builders of North 
America, a professional associa¬ 
tion. 

The monument consists of 
three larger-than-life-size bronze 
figures representing members of 
Canada's Armed Forces, which 
are placed at an elevated point 
between two converging granite 
walls. The figures stand above a 
pile of steel and concrete debris 
which represents the chaos of 
war, while they look ahead to a 
grove of 12 oak trees, symboliz¬ 
ing peace. The names of each 
peacekeeping mission are en¬ 
graved on the walls, with space 
available for future missions to 
be acknowledged 

"Whether dedicated to war 
veterans, peacekeepers or an 
individual, a monument provides 
a lasting tribute to the lives of our 
loved ones and heroes," Dianis 
emphasizes. "A monument pre¬ 
serves the special memories that 
we will want to celebrate and 
share on Remembrance Day 
and throughout the year."
